The news was Rent out through the 


mails this morning in the form of a circu- 
lar letter to each member of the govern- 
ment bond syndicate releasing them from 
their commitments to furnish their pro 
rata share of $100,000,000 in gold to the 
government, and a second flOO,000,MO, if 
desirable, taking their pay therefor in 
four per cent bonds. The circular sets 
forth that this action seems desirable in 
view of the terms of the circular offering 
the bonds to the public. 


This letter means that the bond syndi- 


cate has withdrawn from any bidding or 
attempt to handle the new issue of f 100,- 
000,000, and the gold must come from the 
general bidders throughout the country. 


The circular contains a letter written by 


Morgan to the president, in which the 
former pledges his influence and power 
to assist the government in its endeavor 
to make successful a bond negotiation by 
public advertisement 


This fact shows that Mr. Morgan knew 


of the issue before it was made public and 
ill probable conditions.

First or the Kind to be Given In North 


Adam*. The Presentation or Flag*. 


A Few Fact* About the 


Society. 


The Italian society of Mutual Aid of 


North Adams will give Friday evening, 
January 17, at Odd Fellows' hall, Its first 
public entertainment. 
The society has 


spared no expense and the committee in 
charge has endeavored to secure for this 
occasion some of the best musical talent 
in New York. 
A troupe of thirteen 


artists will render an elaborate musical 
program and the concert promises to be 
one of the musical events of this season. 
The editor of the leading daily paper of 
the United States, Dr. Louis Rovers!, of 
New York, will be present and make the 
presentation address. 


In July, 1893, a group of Italians con- 


vened in St. Jean, Baptist* hall on Mar- 
shall street and laid the foundation of the 
organization. Under the presidency of 
O. Cesana, by-laws were adopted and the 
society became one of the institutions of 
this town. The purpose of this society is 
well defined and explained by its by-laws 
of which we translate verbatim two ar- 
ticles. 


"The principal object of the society is 


to promote brotherhood and mutual aid 
among the Italians of North Adams and 
to that effect to establish a fund for the 
help of sick members, and, in case of 
death, for the help of the widows and 
orphans of the deceased members. 


"That the new members, within one 


month of the date of his admission to the 
society, if not an American citizen must 
declare his intention to become such ac- 
cording to the laws and regulations of the 
state of Massachusetts." 


After three years of trials, during which 


the society bad to stand the severest of 
tests, caused by the hard times, with a 
membership of over seventy in a good 
and sound financial standing, having over 
f600 in its treasury it celebrates the official 
presentation of the American and Italian 
flags to the society. The ceremony con- 
sists of an official delivery of the flags 
from the godfather aad godmother to the 
society, and an appropriate speech made 
by Dr. Roverel. The baptism of the 
flags 1s carried out by breaking a

of 
champagne 
on 
the 


flag pole while American and Italian 
tunes will be played by the Italian band. 


Much credit is due to the committee in 


charge, composed of L. Canessa, A. 
Milanesi, F. Crosina, A. Sicilian! and S. B. 
Bosaeco, who with untiring efforts have 
worked for weeks to make this celebra- 
tion a success. 


A'FEMAUE TRAMP. 


The First Specimen of the Kind at the 


Lodging House. 


There have been at the lodging house 


since it was opened last fall about all 
kinds of tramps, but the first female 
specimen of this genus put in an appear- 
ance yesterday, being in company with a 
man who claimed to be her husband, but 
whether he is or not no one here can tell. 


The couple called at Superintendent 


Allen's house on East Main street a short 
time before noon and were directed to 
the lodging house on Marshall street, 
where they were shortly afterwards inter- 
viewed by Mr. Allen, a TRANSCRIPT re- 
porter being present. The man said his 
name 
was 
William 
Galvin 
and 


that he and his wife formerly lived in 
Preble, Cortland county, N. Y., from 
which place they went to Springfield, 
this state, about two years ago and had 
lived there since. He said he worked in a 
mill there, but times became dull and he 
cot out of work. Hearing that manufac- 
turing was booming at Adams, he and his 
v. »fe came to that town Monday hoping to 
get employ meat,but were unable to do so. 
They stayed at a boarding house Monday 
night and paid seventy cents, all the 
money they had, for their accommoda- 
tion, and walked to this town yesterday. 
They said they hfc a valise containing 
some clothing at the boarding house for 
safe keeping, consequently they had here 
only what they wore, and not a cent of 
money. 


Mr. Allen subjected the couple to 


a close questioning, but they stuck 
to their 
story 
pretty 
well. 
The 


man said he was thirty-two yean 
old and the woman gave her as 28. 
She said she was married when she was 
14 years old and that she had a son 6 
years old who is living with her people in 
New York state. Mr. Allen detected al- 
cohol in the woman's breath and accused 
her of drinking, but she said the smell 
was caused by Jamaica ginger which she 
had held in her mouth for toothache. Her 
teeth were in poor condition and this may 
have been true, although Mr. Allen has 
had so much experience in sampling 
breaths that he seldom makes a mistake. 


The man said he wanted work in a cot- 


ton mill and Mr. Allen directed the couple 
to the Qreylock mills, giving them their 
d nner before they started. They went to 
Greylock in the afternoon, but could not 
get work and returned to the lodging 
house. Mr. Galvin slept there last night 
and the woman was kept by the captain 
of the Salvation Army. 
She was ques- 


tion^ somewhat by the captain, and Mr. 
Allen »ys her story did not correspond in 
all particular* to that told at the lodging 
house. 


Unless they can get work the couple 


will be allowed to move on, If they have 
not already done so.

THE 
REASON WHY. 


Mr. Kelley Would Net Quote Prices for 


Electric Power. 


North Adams, Jan. 13,1596. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT :—I desire to thank 


you for your quite full report of my re- 
marks before the board of trade last Fri- 
day evening on the proposed electrical 
transmission of power from Reudsboro to 
North Adams, also for your appreciative 
editorial In reference thereto. 


I trust you will allow me farther refer- 


ence to a single observation in your edi- 
torial. Exception is taken to my refusal 
at the board of trade meeting to make a 
public statement of a price schedule In the 
following words: "Until the prices are 
made public the public will naturally 
withhold its opinion, if it has one, of the 
intrinsic value of the plan." I cannot 
imagine why "the public" must have de- 
tail prices in order to form an opinion on 
"the intrinsic value of the plan," partic- 
ularly in view of the statement I made, 
which yon mention immediately after, 
"that under the proposed plan electric 
power could be furnished to North Adams 
as cheaply as the great Niagara enterprise 
can furnish it to Buffalo." 


I made the farther statement that the 


cost of the power would be only one-half 
to two-third* of the price that prevuils in 
other places. I also furnished conclusive 
evidence that in those places the rise of 
electric power is increasing at an aston- 
ishing rate, showing that at nearly double 
the prices proposed for North Adams oth- 
er cities find electric power exceedingly 
advantageous and economical. I am at a 
loss to understand what more "the public" 
can ask in the way of evidence upon which 
to form an opinion as to the desirability 
of having this power available in North 
Adams. The public, as such, has no con- 
cern with details of price. Individual uses 
of power have, and while I expressed 
a 
willingness 
to treat with 
such 


individually, I could not do so publicly 
for the following reasons: First, because 
I do not believe it wise for me to bind the 
proposed company to any advertised 
schedule, although I have prepared one 
in detail that will probably be adopted. 
Second, there were those present espe- 
cially interested to have me name prices, 
that they might use them to the preju- 
dice of the proposed enterprise. Third, 
to those not familiar with the results 
where power is delivered by motor, only 
the actual amount being registered, and 
this averaged for the whole time, any 
price schedule will prove very mislead- 
ing. 


I firmly believe that the above will fully 


justify my refusal to quote prices publicly 
with all right minded people.

MARTIN I. TOWNSEND'S OPINION. 


Martin I. ToTmsend of Troy, N. Y., has 


written a Yorkshire, England, friend a 
letter, dated January 11, in which he sets 
forth at length his views on the relations 
now existing between this country and 
England. 


This letter comes from the heart and 


brain of a man whom the, Troy Times, in 
which it is printed, has fitly called "the 
Grand Old Man of Northern New York." 
It is a letter that deserves wide publicity. 
It is a letter which we wish might be 
read by all, remembering that its words 
of patriotism come not from the Impet- 
uous and fiery heart of a young man nor a 
thoughtless man, but from an aged man, 
now past four score years, whose life has 
been that of a scholar, a devoted lover of 
his country and of her institutions, but 
having a heart so kindly that it cherishes 
no resentment against anything or any 
people. 


We wish that this letter could be nailed 


to the 
doors 
of 
our 
colleges, 


(Harvard in particular) from whence, as 
onerhief source, have come such sickly, 
angle-maniacal expressions as have led the 
prime bully of England to think he could 
insult the American government with im- 
punity. If only this letter of Mr. Town- 
send's could be breathed as a reviving 
spirit Into his own alma mater, Williams 
college, whose chief spokesman to quoted 
as saying, "England will ask only what is 
honorable," how beneficial would be the 
result to the young manhood which is 
now too much fed in public questions on 
free-trade, 
mugwumpism and anglo- 


manla! 


At this time the voice of Martin I. 


Townsend comes like that of a patriarch, 
speaking truth and good advice to a gen 
eratlon of Americans who hnve somewhat 
forgotten their fathers'faith and princi- 
ples. In part, Mr. Townsend has written 
his English friend as follows: 


"It Is not merely a matter of feeling on 


the part of the people of the < United 
States; but it is a matter affecting, as 
we understand it, our most important In- 
terests. 


"The ruling portions of our country are 


all of British origin. 
The two countries 


speak one language and practically share 
the same blood; but we are two countries, 
and although first cousins our interests 
may yery possibly come in conflict 


"Please allow me to say that notwith- 


standing the dear friendships existing to' 
day and which have always existed be- 
tween portions of the peoples of the two 
countries, onr most intelligent Americans 
feel that our government, as a govern- 
ment, never had but one enemy, and that 
w«s the government of Great Britain 
War has never existed between us and any 
European country except Great Britain 
The war of 76, the war oflSlZ-'lSare very 
keenly remembered, and wr very keenly 
remember, as I once said socially to you 
the delight with which Gladstone greetec 
oiir Jefferson Davis rebellion. 


"A very curious fact came to light at 


the close of the fight between the Kear- 
ea/ge and the Alabama on the coast of 
Frar.ce, just at the close of the rebellion 
It was known that the fight was coming 
-" It was heralded as a fight between

servant of his will, and does with ease 
and pleasure all the work that, as a 
mechanism, it is capable of; whose intel- 
ect is » clear, cold logic-engine, with 
all its parts of equal strength and in 
smooth working order, ready, like a 
steam-engine, to be turned to any work, 
and spin the gossameres as well as forge 
the anchors of the mind; whose mind is 
stored with a knowledge of the great and 
undainental truths of nature and of the 
laws of her operations; one who, no 
stunted ascetic, is full of life and fire, but 
whose passions are trained to come to 
halt by a vigorous will, the servant of a 
»nder conscience; who has learned to 
love all beauty, whether of nature or of 
art, to hate all vileness, and to respect 
others as himself. Such a one, and no 
other, has bad a liberal education." 


It ia possible the Republicans of Pitts-

Along with the secondhand mar- 
ble mantels arc some thousands of doors 
and windows, some cased and ready to put 
into new houses, every sort of movable In- 
terior decoration, mahogany stair rails, 
elaborate church pews, pulpits, lecterns 
and chandeliers. 
All these things are 


classified and arranged so that they may 
be taken out with ease when a customer 
comes. 
The whole collection IB eloquent 


ot the perpetual dissolution that overtakes 
this town, the uninterrupted process of re- 
building that makes it a new city every 
half century. The onlooker who sees great 
16 etory structures reared, as it were, in a 
night catches himself wondering how soon 
the ruins of these as yet untried monu- 
ments ot Iron frames, brick filling and 
stone fading will be ottered piecemeal by 
dealers in secondhand building material.

to tho press because It Is the public that 
the Red Gross took in its confidence, but 
nntnrtvlly I always will be ready and 
pleased to gi\ e to the Bod Cross society 
any explanation it may think it proper to 
ask for. But I wish you to understand 
that cvcu today, notwithstanding tho 
oontrarv assurances of interested parties, 
tho Turkish government 1ms no animosity 
whatever ngitinst the Aimenlans aiid only 
wishes to E.CC them prosper under Its legiti- 
mate and rightful authority "

any of the Bed Cross workers to enter Ar- 
menia, did not soem at all surprised.

"That is just what one would naturally 


look for. I predicted that no Bed Crost I 
agent—man or woman—could enter thu j 
country. It is a most perilous undertak- t 
ing to enter Armenia now. The snow is 
deep, the provisions for public relief are | 
practically worthless, the roads are rugged 
and almost impassable 
When I beard 


that Miss Clara Burton intended to go 
into Armenia, I said that she could not 
make it, as she would not be able to pass 
the roads, even if she could stand the 
rough weather. 


"Tbe Sultan ot Turkey is working out 


his own reforms in Armenia, and he is 
doing it in his own way. He does not 
want the civilized world to know what ha 
is doing, and the entrance of Bed Cross 
missionaries into this country at this tlmo j 
would reveal the awful condition to them | 
They would send book word that would | 
cause evtry civilized nation to rise iu arms 
against him.

"I make the statement advisedly when 


I say the Sultan ot Turkey is effecting his 
reforms in Armenia by murdering those 
who oppose him, and reducing to such a 
state of terror those who fear to oppose him 
that they are no longer human. Wanton 
and premeditated butchery is going on 
all the time. 
The sultan mokes pre- 


tensions, but doe3 nothing 
I believe that 


before be has put on end to his so-called 
reforms in Armenia he will have mur- 
dered one-fourth of the inhabitants. 


"Miss Barton could command the ear of 


tho civilized world. 
She is a woman who

Ara Evading the Law. 


BOSTON, Jan. 15.—The new fraud prac- 


ticed by some milk dealers, to prevent 
which there is no legislative power at 
present, is detailed in the state dairy 
bureau's annual report to the legislature 
The addition of condensed skimmed milk 
to milk from which the cream has been 
token will incrense the percentage of solids, 
but not the percentage of fat, and the addi- 
tion does not onme within the limitation 
of "foreign sulBtanccs," as prohibited by 
statute. The mport says a New York con- 
cern docs a big business in providing the 
new milk substance It required 9,856,500 
cans of milk to supply Boston in. 1895.

Capture of Jose Cepero May Gqt 


Prominent Citizens Into Trouble. 


Cutena Gaining Ground In 


Spite of Denials. 


•IIHarr Movement! of Gomez Proving Too 


Much For Campos. 


HABANA, Jan. 16 —The Spaniards niado 


an important capture iu the person of 
Jose Cepero, the second in command of 
tho Cuban column commanded by General 
Be go. 


Cepoia, it appears, was 011 his way from 


Cionfuegos, in 
Santa Cl«ut«, to Bati- 


bano, the port south of Habana, with liu- 
portant communications from the fcanta 
Clara insurgents to Gomez and Maceo 
The insurgent leader was traveling on tho 
Spanish steamship Gloria under the uamo 
of Lorenzo Dupuy, and )iad papers upon 
him m that name, and showing on their 
face that he was an American citizen 
traveling in Cuba on business. 


Am jag the officers who came on board 


the Gloria at Batabano was a certain 
Lieutenant Monasterio 
The latter and 


Cepero were old acquaintances— Cepero 
having promised, some time ago, to hang 
Lieutenant Monasterio at the flrst oppor- 
tunity for having pushed Ceporo's insur- 
gents veiy hotly in a pursuit which tho 
Spanish troops under the lieutenant car- 
ried out in Santa Clara 


Copcro was arrested, and dented his 


identity, claiming ho was Lorenzo Dupuy, 
an American citizen, and threaten ing bii 
captors with tho vengeance o£ the United 
States 
All denials, however, were in 


vain 
The lieutenant said: "And so you 


promised to hang me, Ceperof Well, we 
will sec if we cannot hang you instead " 


the papers found upon him are said to 


be of the. greatest importance, and will 
probably lead to the at rest of a number of 
prominent citizens, including several now 
residing in the province of Santa Clara. 


New* From tlw Front

In spite of denials, people who ore in a 


position to know claim that this is Go- 
mez's force, and they believe that the ar- 
tillery firing heard yesterday was from the 
column of Spanish troops commanded by 
General Lliieras, and believed to be in tho 
neighborhood of Snlnd 
Consequently, It 


is believed that an Important engagement 
may be taking place, and further infor- 
mation is anxiously, expected. 


The next news of importance is a con- 


firmation of. the report from the eastern 
provinces that th^ insurgent leaders Rant, 
Jose Maceo, Changer Rivero and others at 
the head of. strong; forces of insurgents 
from the province of. Puerto Principe are 
moving eastward, .apparently with the in- 
tention of re-Diiforcine the insurgents now 
operating in the neighborhood of Habana. 


Spaniards' 9andic»pp»<L 


The presence of this additional force of 


insurgents movlngHthrongh the province 
of Santa Clara and tor the direction of the 
province of Matunzas will naturally pre- 
vent the Spanish commanders from send- 
ing into the Habana district all the troops 
they Intended to draw from Santa Clara 
and Matanzas,. with the intention of 
crashing tho insurgents in this vicinity, 
and eventually driving them into the prov 
Ince of Pinar del^BJO, westward, until 
they were all caught in a position which 
would enable the Spaniards to either ex- 
terminate them of else force them to Bur- 
render. 
, 


This movement Is a serious drawback 


to General Campos, and he has had to 
meet it by sending back toward Santa 
Clara several columns of troops which 
were on their way through the province of 
Matanzasto re-enforce his forces In this 
vicinity. 


Several insurgent 
bands, numbering 


from 100 to 300 man, are reported to have 
gathered in the provinces of Colon and 
Matanzas, and all of these, it Is under- 
stood, will help to swell the Babl-Maceo 
forces. In any case., it does not seem 
possible to deny that the insurrection is 
increasing in importance every day, and 
practically the whole Interior of the 
island, from east to west, .with the ex- 
ception of the large towns, is in possession 
of the insurgents. 


It Is stated that General Antonio Maceo 


has plundered San Diego de Nunez, quite 
an Important town a little to the eastward 
and southward of Bahla Honda. There 
seems no reason to doubt that this report 
is true, and it shows that the insurgents 
are extending their operations from the 
small towns to much larger places in the 
province of Plnar del Bio. 


The Soanish version of the attack made 


by Gomez's forces upon Bejucal is that in 
spite of all the damage done by the enemy 
in burning houses, stores and a railroad
